LOBBYING BY — newspaper stories have established a 
TELEGRAPH. great truth; a truth that the stories them- 

selves, veracious or false, can not shake. Lobby- 
ing in person is commonplace; but lobbying by telegraph is sensa- 
tional. Otherwise expressed, wire-pulling is bizarre, if the wire be 
strung on poles. At Washington, and in every State capital, lobby- 
ing and law-making are as Damon and Pythias, chums of long 
standing. Coming to America in a previous century, they will 
doubtless stay here, “one and inseparable,” till legislatures are 


abolished. A trifle late it is, therefore, to grow astounded at their 
presence. Assuming that the Standard Oil Company did oppose 


a piece of national legislation, its act was far from original and 
we were secretly surprised when the press of the country, usually 
keen and discriminating, chose such a threadbare theme for a 
first-page feature. There can be, of course, but one explanation. 
The thing was done by telegraph. Had it developed exclusively at 
Washington, the lobby would have excited no more comment than 
the flow of the Potomac or the rippling remarks of Senator Tillman, 
but telegraphed — Ah! There was the story! Like all new fads, the 
Telegram Lobby is an innovation, an addition to governmental 
machinery. As such, we suppose, it is bound to find oppo- 
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were, an independent producer, but instead of protecting him in the 
spirit of the bill, ‘Talk Magnate Hoar tries to kill his competition, stunt 
his output and drive him out of business. All of which is unseemly, 
likewise inconsistent. If a renewal of public confidence is what the 
Senator seeks, he should publicly retract and restore to President 
Roosevelt the right to talk or make talk at his option. The incident 
is far from trivial. The Talk Trust must not be! 


AS TO SCHWABIAN oe accidents, Mr. Schwab will

welcome news some time ago received 
and, dread dispelled, a continent relaxed. Only a trained nurse, 
used to hours of watching, can fully understand the sense of relief. 
Morning after morning, for the past half year, have we opened our 
papers with feverish anxiety; fearful lest the latest from Nice or 
Monte Carlo would confirm our worst apprehensions. Namely, 
that the Schwabian appetite was poor. It was nerve-racking, to say 
the least, after reading one day that Mr. Schwab was up and around, 
to learn, the day following, that he had had a bad turn and had 
eaten but a light breakfast. A score of times, it is true, Mr. Schwab 
has asked a press correspondent: “ Do I look like a sick man?” 
And on an equal number of occasions, the correspondent has added: 
“Mr. Schwab appeared in perfect health.” But, notwithstanding 
such assurance, the public mind refused to rest. Something dis- 
quieting, a sense of hidden mystery, lurked between the lines; per- 
chance, an attempt to conceal when facts were needed most. If 
Mr. Schwab had eaten less on Thursday than on Wednesday, the 
nation wanted to know it. If he had stood in a draught, complained 
of a headache, or changed his flannels unwisely, the worst, at once, 
was desired. It was no time for censorship; no time for equivocat- 
ing. Weare glad that Mr. Schwab is coming home. His return 
will save the newspapers vast sums in cable tolls. Weare glad, too, 
for another reason: the public may soon judge for itself as to the 
gentleman’s notorious health. Lined up at the dock, on steamer 
day, it may see Mr. Schwab with its own eye and pass final judg- 
ment. Indeed, considering the Event’s importance, Schwab excur- 
sions might be run, appropriately, by all the leading railroads, each 
ticket entitling the holder to accommodations on the pier.
